A sad, tragic 
fact, which in itself is a predicted evidence of his soon 
coming, is the increasing number of professing Chris- 
tians who dislike intensely to have any one talk about 
Christ’s return to this earth. 
ment seems unbelievable from a so-called Christian 
minister and leader, yet it has just been made by Dr. 
Frederick Lynch, editor of the Christian Work, in an 
article in his journal of August 18 describing “A Visit 
to Stony Brook.’ Dr. Lynch writes of the interesting 
things he saw and heard at Stony Brook last sum- 
mer, congratulates Dr. Carson “on the great work he 
is doing,” and then speaks sharply of what he con- 
siders the great blemish in Stony Brook’s ministry: 
its interest in the return of the Lord. Says he: “As

Writing and Righting 

Real _righting and correct writing go together. 
A famous historian — perhaps the most famous in the 
world to-day —is eager to do both. Commenting on 
the work of H. G. Wells in his “Outline of  H®tory,” 
the Washington Post says: “Mr. Wells is’ better at 
writing history than righting it.’ But there are ac- 
curate historians who do not agree with the Washing- 
ton Post, for they find that Mr. Wells is no better 
at writing than at righting. In other words, his mas- 
terpiece of historical work is really colossal, not only 
in its attempted scope of giving a popular statement 
of history from the earliest times down to the pres- 
ent, but also in its inaccuracies and misrepresentations 


of simple fact. Mr. Wells has intimated, in other writ- 
ings, that perhaps he knows how the wrongs that are 
so dominant in society to-day can be righted. He has 
modestly suggested that the time has come when a 
new Bible ought to be written, to go on from where 
the old Bible “left off.” But if Mr. Wells were more 
accurate in his writing of history, he could be more 
accurate in his suggestions for righting the wrongs 
in the world. He is equally and fundamentally at 
error in both. The sinister stream of poison flowing 
from his “Outline of History” into the schools, homes 
and families, pulpits and seminaries, and newspapers 
and magazines of the English-speaking world will be 
frankly discussed in leading editorials in early issues 
of The Sunday School Times. It may be important 
for you to secure and study those editorials for the 
safeguarding of your home, your Sunday-school, your 
children, and yourself.

This means, to say the least, regeneration, sanctifi- 
cation, glorification; and glorious glimpses of the 
latter here and now. Dr. A, J. Gordon, in his Boston 
church, arose one time from a vision of the Eternal 
to vow that with the divine help he would make the 
church over which he was placed in every way pleasing 
to God. And measurably he accomplished it in a great 
company of believers, who struck deep and whose dines 
went out to the ends of the earth. Other churches 
have done the same; and other churches may do it 
who will. We need bodies of believers that lay hold 
on the divine resources, and stay not half-way. 

Dwight L: Moody, whose eighty-sixth birthday was 
celebrated in Chicago not long ago, met B. F. Jacobs 


on the streets of that city in the ’60’s, and said: “Do 


you know, I have been reading Abraham. There is a 
man who went out with Ged, not knowing. where it 
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would take him, Jacobs. God helping me, I’m going to 
try that plan!” And he did; thank God, he did; and 
like Abraham he led a great multitude in ways of 
evangelism and refreshing. 

Humble souls there are in out of the way places 
who in pint and quiet strength are following in the 
paths of Isaac and glorifying God, ofttimes in ways 
of tribulation, and, like Paul, rejoicing therein: Pas- 
tors with heavy burdens in obscure fields, Sunday- 
school teachers with refractory pupils but still abiding 
and sinking their shafts into the truth of the Word,— 
each and all in their way magnifying Jehovah.

Is it Scriptural to: Pray 
for World-Wide Revival? 


I would like to ask (just for information) why in your 
paper you ask us to pray for a world-wide revival, when 
we understand by God’s Word that in the end of this 
> will be a “world-wide apostasy”?—An Ohio 

ader, . 


Many are asking the same question. Let, tis be sure 
at the outset that there is a common understanding of 
the terms “revival” and “apostasy.” The former 
word, as indicated by its etymological construction; can 
have reference only to that in which there has been 
life. That in which there has never been life cannot 
be revived. For the word “revive” means to “re- 
store” or “bring again to life,” to “bring into ac- 
tion after a suspension,” to “recover from a state of 
neglect or disuse.” Hence the unregenerate man, dead 
in trespasses and sins, is not a subject of revival. 
Spiritual life from above must first be imparted be- 
fore it can be, as it were, blown into a flame. There- 
fore revival can have to.do only with: those who have 
been “born again,” but who are living spiritually be- 
low God's. standard for his regenerate children. In 
other words, it can have to do only with the true 
members of the body of Christ, none of ;whom: can 
ever “fall away” unto eternal death. (See John 10:.27- 
20; Rom. 8: 38, 39; 2 Tim. 1:12; 1 Peter 1:5, and 
other like Scriptures.) 

On the other hand, the word “apostasy” means a 
“falling away,” and is so translated in 2 Thessalonians 
2: 3, where the reference (as indicated in the original) 
is not a “falling away,” but to “the falling away,” to 
“the apostasy” which is to be the culmination of all 
apostasy of the present age. Says the commentator 
Blackstone; “Apostasy ‘consists im the total renuncia- 
tion of Christianity, by embracing either a false re- 
ligion or no religion at all. The offense can only take 
place in such as have once professed the trpe religion.” 
But' since no true member of the body of Christ can 
ever “fall away” in this sense, apostates can only be 
those who have made profession, but have been with- 
out possession of vital Christianity. That is to say, 
revival has to do with the truly possessing members 
of the body of Christ, while apostasy has to do with 
the. merely professing members of his body, particu- 
larly with those who have “fallen away” from even 
their PROFESSION of a vital relationship to Christ. 
That relationship can regylt only from a divinely in- 
wrought heart acceptance of Christ as Saviour through 
the atoning merits of the shed blood of Calvary. To 
profess such a relationship is not necessarily to possess 
it. Those who possess it will never deny it in the 
apostate sense. Those who profess it, particularly 
such as have been Spirit-illumined (Heb. 6:4), and 
who then deny it, never possessed it, and these are 
apostates. 

From the foregoing; it is evident that revival and 
apostasy in the professing church of God can go on 
side by side, and in fact have thus gone on throughout 
the entire history of the church, and will so contiriue. 
The former will culminate in the rapture of the saints, 
and the latter in the apostasy of.the merely professing 
portion of the church. 

A few questions remain. 

Are believers generally living up to their blood- 
bought, high, and holy privileges as members of the 
body of Christ? If not, then do they not need revival? 

Aré they merely bearing fruit, or are they -glorify- 
ing Christ by bearing “much fruit’? If the former, 
do they not need revival? 

Have they executed the command of their Lord to 
“preach the gospel to every creatire”? Two-thirds of 
the human race is still .wnevangelized. How can an 
unrevived church effectually gospelize an unevangel- 
ized world? 

Is Christ pleased with his unrevived, impotent body? 





Would you be pleased if your body were so paralyzed 
that it would refuse to do your bidding? 

The church’s supreme need is revival; the world’s 
supreme need is evangelization; and God’s supreme 
need is a multitude of intercessors who believe God‘ 
rather thay man. 

God works when men pray. His predictions of apos- 
tasy were meant, not to prevent prayer, but to pro- 
voke men to prevailing prayer. Therefore “men ought 
always to pray, and not to faint.” They ought to pray 
against world-wide apostasy in the professing church, 
and for world-wide revival in the true church, for thus 
they are praying according to the will of God as re- 
vealed throughout the entire New Testament in its al- 
most unnumbered warnings and exhortations. And this 


_is the confidence which God would have his interces- 


sors have in him, that, if they ask anything accord- 
ing’ to his will, he heareth them. (Would any one 
say that revival of the members of the body of Christ 
is not according to his will?)* And if they know 
that he hear them whatsoever they ask, they know 
that they have the petitions which they have desired 
of him (1 John 5: 14, 15). 

The | oe of the night should encourage rather 


‘than discourage -united, prevailing intercession on the 


part of God’s people. The recently widely circulated 
paragraphs, written by the Rev. D. M. Panton, of 
Great. Britain, bear directly upon this point: 

“It was. in the midnight of the Dark Ages that the 
huge re®éval which we call the Reformation, breaking 
out in an Augustinian monastery, convulsed Europe, 
and changed the history. of the world. ? 

“The conditions before the revival of Wesley and 
Whitefield have been thus described: ‘Death in the 
churches, rottenness in public morals, infidelity coming 
in like a flood.’ 

“Blackstone, the commentator on the laws of Eng- 
land under George III, says he went to every church 
of note in London, and found it impossible to dis- 
cover whether the clergyman was a follower of Con- 
fucius, Mohammed, or Christ. Do any worse condi- 
tions than these prevail to-day? 

“So, before the last great general revival, that of 
1860, the lands the revival visited were” those lying 
under a pall of reckless waste, an ymparalleled fever 
fot riches, deepening doubt, and alarming ungodliness. 

“Historically, conditions of appalling darkness have 
not been against revival,. but for it; for revival is 
God, by a mighty uprush, saving the world from its 
downgrade to hell.” 

“God’s resources,” says the Great Commission 
Prayer League, “are not exhausted. That worldliness 
has all but engulfed the professing church; that an 
evolutionary philosophy has swept like a devastating 
flood through our colleges and universities ; that twenty 
millions or more children are said to be growing up in 
America with: practically no religious instruction; that 
a large part of thé true Church of Christ has turned 


its back to the enemy in cowardly, despairing defeat; . 


—these things do not constitute a situation too~hard 
for God! Rather they constitute the mightiest call 
to simultaneous prayer ever. sent forth to the members 
of: the body of Christ. They are God’s challenge to 
intercession! 

“Let Gideon’s hosts return home, but let God’s hand- 
ful remain, and the victory is won—not by human 
might nor power, not by human means nor by calls 
to prayer, but solely ‘by my- Spirit, saith the Lord of 
hosts’; that God and God alone, may receive all the 
glory. (See Isa. 42:8.) Pray for revival!” ~

personal work of the volunteer teachers and officers, 


our average attendance increased from 300 in 1917 to - 


1,059 for the year ending March 31, 1923, which was 
the last year in our old building; it reached 1,249 for 
the first two months in the new building. 

The attendance records, however, tell only half the 
story, as perhaps the most important change that has 
taken place is in the attitude of our church-member- 
ship toward the school. Whereas they looked upon it 
as a necessary adjunct to the church, they now regard 
it as the very foundation, humanly speaking, upon 
which the church rests; the feeling being quite general 
among our members that anything .which helps tt 
Sunday-school will have a correspondingly beneficial 


effect upon every part ef the churclr life. 


Like most other Sunday-schools we have had diffi- 
culty in getting our. members to study their lessons 
and to bring their Bibles with them on Sunday. In 
order to help overcome that difficulty we adopted a 
grading system, which had been in use in the First 
Baptist Sunday-school at Fort Worth, Texas, and in 
which credits were given on the following points : At- 
tendance, On’ Time, Bringing Bible, Offering, Pre- 
pared Lesson, and Church Attendance. 

This system of grading began to get results at once, 
and by keeping it constantly before our membership 
we have’ succeeded in getting about eighty percent of 
our mémbers, from the Junior Department up, to 
bring their Bibles with them. They are given no credit 
for bringing Quarterlies; in fact, are urged not to 
bring them, Re» 2 is credit given for bringing por- 
tions of Scripture. If. the Jessons are in. the New 
Testament, credit is given for bringing the New Testa- 
ment, otherwise they must bring the entire Bible. : 

We also found after introducing this system of 
grading that it immediatély affected the church at- 
tendance, and from the time it was introduced until 
our old church building was torn down, the morning 
congregations taxed the capacity of our auditorium. 
Our records show that about eighty-five percent of 
our Sunday-school membership attends the morning 
service. ‘ 

Many instances might be given to illustrate how 
this grading, system has gripped our membership and 
to what extent they arg affected by it. We had one 
instance of a lady more than eighty years of age who 
lived a block from the church. She came one Sun- 
day, forgetting to bring her Bible, and discovered upon 
arriving at the church that she didn’t have it. . It 
was only five minutes before the Sunday-school opened, 
and she concluded_she would have time to walk to 
her home and back and still be on time and in that 
way get one hundred percent for the day. She hur- 
ried away and succeeded in getting back just before 
the opening bell rang. 

We have eighty teachers, and it very rarely occurs 
that one of them. is absent without either having pro- 
vided a substitute or having notified the department 
superintendent, so that a substitute could be provided. 

In the Children’s Division of the school the classes 


are small and the teachers are expected to get in- 


touch every week with the absentees of the previous 
Sunday. This work is so faithfully done that we fre- 
quently have from ninety to nirtety-five per- 
cent of the membership either present or 
accounted. for. By “accounted for” we 
mean reported either ill or out of the city. 

-In addition t© the work done by the 
teachers in this division, all absentees are 
followed up by letter from the Sunday- 
school office. We have a series of -four 
letters, one letter being sent out each week 
for -three consecutive weeks, in case the 
pupil is absent, and when, the fourth con- 
secutive absence occurs the fourth letter 
is sent to the teacher, requesting him to 
make a report to the office by the follow- 
ing Sunday as-to the reason for the ab- 
sence. 

All classes from the Intermediate De- 
partment jup are organized, and as these 
classes. range in size from ten to three hun- 
dred, we employ what we call the “group 
system” of organization for keeping in

dents has charge of the group leaders, one group leader 
being assigned to each five members of the class. It is 
the duty of this group leader to get in touch with each 
— ib the group either personally or by telephone

I have before me a report from one of the larger 
classes which indicates‘ how thoroughly this work is 
This report gives the names of all the girls in 
the class, indicating which of them attended the class 
prayer-meeting, which attended the Sunday class, the 
percentage made by each girl who attended the class, 
who the absentees were and why they were absent, a 
reason being given in each case. It also shows after 
each girl’s name the initials of the girls who called 
on her during the week and the report that was made 
by the callers. This is a weekly report made by the 
secretary of the class to the teacher. -

To safeguard the teaching in our school we have 
adopted the Christian Fundamentals: Association Con- 
fession of Faith, which we require all new teachers to 
sign before they begin to teach. We also require the 
signing of this Confession of Faith by each teacher 
and officer once each year. 


First Baptist Sunday-School Doctrinal Statement 


I. We believe in the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments as verbally inspired of God, and inerrant in the orig- 
inal writings, and that they are of supreme and final au- 
thority in faith and_life. 

II. We believe in one God, eternally existing in three 
persons, Father, Son, and Holy Spirit. 

Ill. We believe that Jesus Christ was begotten by the 
Holy Spirit, and born of the Virgin Mary, and is true God 
and true man.

As soon as a teacher accepts an appointment to 
teach, a letter goes out from the General Superin- 
tendent’s office, one paragraph of which reads as fol- 
lows : 

_ The class that has been assigned to you is yours — yours © 
to teach; yours to work for; yours to pray for; yours to 

lead to the Lord Jesus. To you more than to any one else 

in the school belongs the responsibility for the Christian 

training of the members of your class. With this respon- 

sibility comes a magnificent privilege and a matchless op- 

portunity. In proportion as you study the Book and in 

proportion as you approach the Throne of Grace for your 

pupils, just in that proportion will you succeed. 


In this letter the teacher is told that he is expected 
to make a one hundred percent grade every Sunday, 
and that he is also expected to attend all the monthly 
Workers’ Conferences unless detained by illness. We 
enclose in the letter a copy of Philip E. Howard’s “A 
Word at the Start”2.and other pamphlets which we 
think will be helpful to a new teacher. 

While lesson study is required in our grading sys- 
tem, we have become convinced that in many cases 
credit is given for the study of the lesson when noth- 
ing is used for its study except the Quarterlies fur- 
nished by the school. We are making an effort to 
correct this; and in order to help our members to use 
the Bible in the study of their lessons we have printed 
for the Young People’s and Adult Departments a 
card giving the lesson texts and numerous Scripture 
references bearing on the lesson. We find that the 
mémbers of the school like the cards better than the 
Quarterlies, and we feel very sure that it is resulting 
in a much more general use of the Bible by the mem- 
bers of the school than we had under the old system. 

As another step in getting the Bible into more gen- 

eral use by our school, we expect to adopt the “Whole 
Bible Sunday School Lesson Course” for at least a 
part of our school, believing that a consecutive study 
of the Bible, book by book, will give our members a 
better grasp of its contents than we have nm able 
to get from the International System, 
_ In the Children’s Division of our school we are us- 
ing the closely graded lessons, which do not require 
a great deal of Bible study on the part of the teachers. 
In some of-the departments in this division we have 
introduced- a method of systematic reading for the 
teachers under the direction of the superintendent. At 
the present time our pastor is covering the Bible, bodk 
by book, in a series of Sunday morning sermons, and 
the teachers in these departments read during the 
week the book on which the sermor of the following 
Sunday is based. 

The missionary instruction in the school is under 
the direction of a missionary superintendent, who has 
one assistant in each department and one in each of 
the larger classes. This group of workers meets for 
a conference once each month, at which time the pro- 
gram for the following month is outlined, thus in- 
suring a correlated program of missionary instruction 
in the entire school. 

Each department of the school has a definite foreign 
mission project to which it contributes, an offering’ be- 
ing taken in each department monthly for this special 
cause. At the same time that the offering is taken a 
missionary program is presented in the department. 

The missionary books are kept in circulation by the 

missionary superintendent and her assistants. 
_ We have two men’s classes whose special missionary 
interest is in the local rescue mission work. One of 
these classes is responsible for one meet- 
ing per week in one of the local mis- 
sions, and for one meeting per month 
outside the city. This same class one 
summer undertook to conduct the eve- 
ning meetings in one.of our down- 
town rescue missions every night for a 
period of six weeks. Another men’s 
class is responsible for two meetings per 
week at one of ‘these missions. The 
members of both these classes are also 
galled upon frequently to do Gospel team 
work in other churches in the city and 
in towns adjaceygt to Minneapolis. 

The total gift of the school last year for 
missionary work was $6,260.72. 

Our monthly Workers’ Conferences are

making a very real contribution to our work, These 
conferences are held monthly in the Sunday-school 
building, At 6.15 a free supper is served, This 
supper is paid for out of the Sunday-schoot 
budget, and is served by one of the class or 
department groups. From 7 to 7.45 we have 
departmental conferences under direction of 
the - department superintendents. From 7.45 to 8 
o'clock is a devotional period under the direction of 
one of our members. rom 8 to 8.05 is a discus- 
sion by a member of one of the class or department 
roups on the subject “How It Works in Our Group.” 
he purpose of this part of our program is to bring 
out’ for the benefit of all departments in the school 
some plan that has been tried with success in one of 
the groups. From 8.05 to 8.30 we have a business ses- 
sion; from 8.30 to 9 o'clock we have either an ad- 
dress on some phase of the Sunday-school work or a 
book review; and at 9 o’clock we have a social hour 
in charge of one of the classes or department groups. 
It will be noted that in this program at least four dif- 
ferent groups in 
the school are re- 
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church auditorium, which is now being enlarged to a 
seating capacity of three thousand. 

Whatever success. we have had in our Sunday-school 
is due in the last*analysis to the prayer life of our 
workers and to their willingness to do personal work. 
We have a prayer-meeting for the officers and teachers 
of the school at 9.30 every Sunday morning. The pur- 
pose of this meeting is to ie Oy one another and 
for the work of the, school. é have some of our 
most blessed times together in these meetings, 

The various class and department groups have group 

rayer-meetings every Thursday evening just preced- 
ing the-regular prayer-meeting of the church. 
of our larger classesyhave as many as sixty to seventy- 
five members present at some of these prayer-meet- 
ings. These group meetings are continued up-to the 
time the church meeting begins, when the various 
groups file into the chapel of the church to take 
part in the weekly church prayer-meeting. The result 
is that the majority of the people who attend our 
weekly prayer-meetings are young a.

sponsible for some 
feature of the pro- 
gram. We believe 
that this helps to 
stimulate interest. 

These programs 
are gotten out a 
year in advance in 
booklet form and 
are mailed to the 
teachérs and of- 
ficers during the 
month of August 
each year. 

Since adopting 
this plan we have 
had an average at- 
tendance of more 
than ninety percent 
of our teachers and 
officers at these 
conferences. 

A feature of these 
conferences that has 
met with success 
is a book table, on 
which we have all 
of the books in the 
Workers’ Library 
that have been re- 
turned during the 
month. The super- 
intendent cafls the 
attention of the 
workers to this 
table, with the re- 
sult that usually all 
of the books. are’ 
carried away by the 
workers to be read 
during the follow- 
ing month, Since 
introducing this 
book table we have 











fairly summed up 
in a statement left 
on the superintend- 
ent’s desk by one 
ef the department 
superintendents re- 
cently. “Never be 
fore have I real- 
ized how important 
our work is. e 
have always been 
working to win, but 
not to the fullest 
extent. ... We must 
win boys and girls.” 

In May, 1922, I 
was employed by 
the chuich as Gen- 
eral Superintendent 
of the Sunday- 
school, with the un- 
derstanding that I 
was to give my en- 
tire time to that 
work. There have 
been so many 
things to do, how- 
ever, in connection 
with our construc- 
tiort work that per- 
haps it is nearer the 
truth ‘to say that I 
have actually’ put in 
not more than one- 
half of my time 
in Sunday - school 
work since my em- 
ployment. 

It is-°a@ >fact 
worthy of note that 
until May, 1922, all 
of the -work in con- 
nection with, .the 
Sunday-school was 











kept ninety - five 
percent of -the 
books in our 
Workers’ Library 
in circulation. 

It became apparent about two years ago that new 
quarters for our Sunday-school were imperative and 
plans were therefore made for a new Sunday-school 
building, which was constructed last year and dedi- 
cated on April 15 of this year. This building, erected 
at a cost of $250,000, is four stories high and is 112 
by 147 feet. There are forty-six class-rooms, and 
seven rooms used for office purposes. The basement, 
seven feet above the street level and therefore prac- 
tically as light and airy as the upper floors, has a din- 
ing-room with a capacity of five hundred. This room 
is used on Sundays by one of our large young men’s 
classes. There is a large kitchen which is in use prac- 
tically every week-day from September until June. 
There are five other class-rooms in the basement, used 
by men’s and boys’ classes. s 

On the first floor we have the Kindergarten, Be- 
ginners, Primary, and Junior Departments, all occupy- 
ing department rooms separated by sound-proof parti- 
tions. On this floor we have a .chapel seating 636 
people, and used on Sundays by a young women’s 
class which has an average attendance of more than 
200. It is also used for the church prayer-meetings. 
We also have a registration booth on the first floor 
at the head of the entrance stairway, where all new 
pupils are enrolled. This registration booth is . used 
at other times as a check-room. 

On the second floor are tle church offices, the In- 
termediate Department room, and eight class-rooms 
which are used by adult classes. 

On the third floor are the Senior and Young Peo- 
ple’s Department rooms and class-rooms for the classes 
in these departments. 

The Sunday-school building is connected with the

ECENTLY I heard Mr. R. A. Waite, Assistant In- 
ternational Superintendent of the Young People’s 


‘Division of Sunday School Work, tell a story of a 


remarkable class that is deserving of a wider publicity. 
In the course of his work of attending Sunday-school 
conventions he one day noticed an old man, sitting 
on the very ‘front seat of the church, who by his 
many questions seeméd to be tremendously interested 


‘in the work of young people. After the meeting 


Mr. Waite made his acquaintance, and he asked. the 
man, Benjamin Dix by name, what he considered the 
most joy-rewarding experience he had had in his 
Sunday-school work. The old man at once replied: 
“It was when I taught for five years a class of four 
boys in the little town af Caledonia, in Ohio.” 

“And why that particular class?” queried Mr. Waite. 

“Many years ago,” said Mr. Dix, “as a young man, 
I came into the town of Caledonia. Being interested 
in the work of the Sunday-school I offered my serv- 
ices in the local school, which, however, was not at- 
tached to the denomination to which I belonged. ‘The 
superintendent, “happening to know this, told me he 
preferred not to give me'a class for this reason. The

matter happened to come to the attention of the pas- 
tor of the church, who at once came to me. After 
pointing out the unwisdom of seeking to con- 


trary to the wishes of the superintendent, he sug- _ 


gested that if I could get together a class of boys who 
were not then attending Sunday-school, he would see 
that space was given the class in the Sunday-school 
room. Immediately I went out, and in walking along 
the street I came across a ‘gang’ of four boys to whom 
I went with my invitation to become members of my 
Sunday-school class. The four consented, and for five 
years. I taught those povs in the Sunday-school. 
‘And now,” contin the old man reminiscently, 
each year on my birthday, without fail,. those four 
boys, now grown to be men, write me a letter of cheer.” 
He paused. Being curious, Mr. Waite asked the 
old man who the boys were. 
“One of them,” said Mr. Dix, “is now in Central 
Africa serving as a missionary, his name is Charles 
Conway. Another is ‘Dick’ Crissinger, recently Comp- 
troller of the United States Currency, The third is 
George B. Christian,\ secretary to the late President 


of the United States. And the fourth was Warren G. 


Harding.” 

This incident was told only a few months before 
our beloved President passed away. Sunday-school 
work does have its rewards.

I don’t like 
to bother about clothes; I’d much rather read and study. 
I hate sewing and really all housework, and would much 
rather spend my time in a literary way, imiproving my mind, 
“storing up knowledge.” Do you think I am wrong in 
following .the work I. like and ignoring::the other?—A

M* DEAR READER, the dictionary tells us pride. 


is “a proper sense of personal dignity and worth; 
honorable self-respect” ; this is commendable, and will 
lead one to keep’ up her appearance.. It is a very 
womanly trait to know how to handie a needle and 
to keep a house in a good clean condition. A good 
housekeeper means health and happiness to a family, 
and certainly honors God in keeping things sweet and 
wholesome. Dirt (which is “matter out of place”) 
ought to have no place with a Christian. 

I know a young married woman to-dav who is 
making her husband positively unhappy, because she 
loves to read the Bible and good books, and neglects 
her home and little ones. She can teach in Sunday- 
school, and does, teach a large Bible class,- but she 
dishonors the Lord she holds up to the class, because 
she is careless in her duties at home, and the diligence, 
faithfulness, unselfishness she preaches, has no effect 
because she does not practise these in her own home 
and life. Her home duties are looked upon as drudg- 
ery, and she is losing the joy of work and the over- 
coming of self, because she thinks home duties are be- 
littling to one with her appreciation of the inteil@ctual 
and of the religious. Her husband bears ‘it meekly, 
apparently, but is known to have a continual. heart- 
ache. This girl’s appearance is one of neglect of 
water, soap, needle, ahd thought of personal appear- 
ance, She is most unattractive with all her study, and 
needs the pride that’ would cause her to make her- 
self attractive. 

The religion of Jesus Christ is a very practical 
thing. It makes us change from leading selfish lives 
to unselfish ones. It causes us to clear the dust from 
our household furniture, clean our carpets, wash 
our windows, and cook three meals a day, if we are 
unable to provide help to do it. It makes noble wo- 
men of us, and does. not stop to questiona duty, but 
takes it up and performs it — how? ith pleasure, 
remembering we are following in the footsteps of 
One who came “not to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister.” 7 

It transforms a tousled head of hair into a thing 
of beauty, and causes us to study our appearance 
that we may look our best at all times, so that we 
bring no condemnation on our Lord.

Is our school two high school girls attend to the 
postoffice. On'a card headed by the name of the paper 
are the names of all families of the school reading it. 
Just ‘as the village postmaster holds the bundle of 
“Evening Journals” and thrusts them into the boxes of 
subscribers, so one of the girls takes the list and the 
bundle of senior “Weeklies” and distributes them 
among “weekly” readers. The same order follows 
with Junior and Primary papers. This work is quickly 
and quietly done, and does not interfere with class 
attendance. When school is dismissed these girls are 
on hand to give their “mail” to members of the school 
who call for it. “t 

One advantage of this method is the giving of but 
one copy of a paper to each family. We do not sub- 
scribe twice for the Evening Journal so father and 
Kathy may each have-a copy; why should we have 
more than one copy of the Sunday-school paper _be- 
cause it has two.or three readers in the farhily? This 
policy of conservation makes it possible, at no in- 
crease of expense, to give the paper to some who at- 
tend church but not the church school,— Home Depart- 
ment members who can send for their mail by a neigh- 
bor, perhaps. 

Another ° signal advantage is the freedom of the 
lesson hour from disturbance. It is hard to hold the 
attention of either children or young people after the 
papers are brought around. 3 

Still another thing. gained is an unbroken series of 
copies for “each reader, If you are out of town to- 
day, either some ‘member of your family will take 
your paper home or you will find it in your box next 
Sunday. 

In our school all surplus papers, as well as used 
papers that are returned once a month, are sent to a 
school in the South. With the postoffice method of dis- 
tribution all surplus papers are in one place instead 
of scattered about in various class-rooms to be gathered 
up by the-janitor to kindle his fire. Papers not called 
for within a month are sent off to be enjoyed by more 
appreciative readers. 

Lesson supplies may also be distributed throygh the 
postoffice with the. certainty. that the Quarterly will 
reach its destination; or if it is not called for, the 
secretary or superintendent of supplies can tell at a 
glance who has his Quarterly. and who. has not.—

And they were deeply in earnest. Miss Weir talked 
for over twenty minutes, asking only one question, 
using none but the Bible illustrations, yet holding the 
women’s unwavering attention. The class use the In- 
ternational Uniform Lessons —this in what is denom- 
inated as “the best graded school in New York City.” 

She began meeting with seven women at three o'clock 
on Sunday. That hour was inconvenient for the 
mothers, and the morning was impracticable because 
there were children and husbands to be sent off to 
Sunday-school by 9.30. So for a year the class met 
one evening each week. With the completion of the 
Church House, the class moved in and changed the 
time to Sunday evening, from seven to eight. Ever 
since growth been steady. >

to go after absentees, and no membership drives. You 
see, these are women of many cares from New York’s 
Eye Side.

The class grows normally. 

These women give five dollars a month to the sup- 
port of their own Sunday-school.

They pray by for the missionaries about whom 
they have heard. They do this both in the class and 
in the weekly home prayer-meetings. These “cottage” 
prayer-meetings in crowded East Side flats are as sim- 
ple and earnest and devout as any in a Mid-West coun- 
try town, s “1 

And the point of it all is this: Even in the most 
modern, up-to-date church, such as this, there is a 
place for plain, old-fashioned, orthodox Christianity, 
based upon faith, prayer, and sacrifice. This class 
stands a living witness that if souls are given the food 
they crave, they will come to the feeding-place. If 
fulness meets lacks, no device is needed to bring in 
members, to stabilize attendance. “I was hungry and 
ye fed me.”—Mabel Ansley Murphy, New York City.

The Lesson as a Whole 


By the Rev. W. H. Griffith Thomas, D.D. 


Special Note for the Quarter.—It is essential to re- 
member that the purpose of the lessons for this Quar- 
ter is not the general study of books or pefsons or 
periods or incidents, but that of the one specific sub- 
ject of missions from the standpoint of the Bible. We 
are to consider, in various aspects, the Bible as a mis- 
sionary book. 


I. The Historical Situation 


God’s General Purpose with Israel—God’s inten- 
tion was that Israel should. witness to him as the 
true God before the nations. But this proved a fail- 
ure because Israel came to regard itself as a special 
favorite of God, and on this account did not trouble 
to do his will. 


God’s Special Plan through the Prophets—In face 
of this declension, and in order to prevent, if possible, 
the total failure of Israel, God raised up prophets to 
keep alive his truth with two special objects: (1) To 
remind kings and people of their then-existing needs; 
(2) to keep alive the hope of the future, and especially 
to save a “remnant” of the people, the spiritual min- 
ority (Isa, 1:9; 6:13; 10:41). 

_God’s Provision in the Prophets——The prophets are 
divided into two main classes: (1) Those who spoke 
only (Samuel and Elisha); (2) those who spoke and 
wrote. The written prophets are best distinguished 
as follows: (1) Before tle Exile: Amos, Hosea, Oba- 
diah, Joel, Nahum, Habakkuk, Micah, Isaiah. (2) At

God’s Prospect through the Prophets—-A careful 
consideration of the prophetic books will show that 
they had Israel alone in view, not the present dispen- 
sation or period of the Church.

Il. Expository Notes 


The Scriptures selected are only a fragment of the 
entire body of Divine truth given through the Prophets. 

Notice (1) the call to Israel, verse 
1; (2) the ‘reasons, verses 1, 2; God’s light and sin’s 
darkness; (3) the result, verse 3, wondrous blessing. 
N. B.—Not to be interpreted of this Gospel dispensa- 
tion, but of the great future when Israel will have 
been gathered. ; 

A striking illustration of (1) the 
unwillingness of a Jew to proclaim God’s message to a 
heathen city; (2) the universality of God’s interest 
and love as seen in his thought of Nineveh.

Ill. Other Scriptures on the Lesson

“The Gospel 
kas at last reached that highway that leads out to all 
the world in all centuries!” - Hudson Taylor’s prayers 
saved his first missionaries to inland China and their 
ship from & cannibal island on to which it was float- 
ing in a dead calm. Mr. Taylor went down into the hold 
and prayed down from heaven a wind that blew the ship 
away. The Africa Inland Mission never indeed be- 
came “inland” until a band of its explorers, driven 
from the heart of the Belgian Congo, and in despair 
seeking a little ship on Lake Victoria, obtained on 
board all the information they needed for establishing 
their first Congo mission stations from a fellow-pas- 
senger who had spent three years acquiring the infor- 
mation they needed, Teachers should give their classes 
sea stories out of -their own missionary réading.

i hy’ the present period of time between the death 
of Christ and his coming again was not seen by 
Israel’s prophets is evident from their teachings, and 
is explicitly stated by Peter (1 Peter 1:10, 11). The 
present age bein? a sacred secret, all things which 
characterize it were of necessity unrevealed. There- 
fore the prophets saw nothing of the Church (Eph. 3: 
3-6). nor of the present missionary program of world- 
wide evangelization with the Gospel. of Grace, 

The prophets of the Old Testament, excepting Jonah, 
were never missionaries to foreign peoples: they were 
home missionaries. As patriots and reformers, their 
message was one of immediate warning and reproof. 
As the nation’s judgments were impending, they, as 
prophets, foresaw the judgments that were to fall and 
the glory that nevertheless would follow through the 
faithfulness of Jehovah to his unchanging covenants. 

Israel was appointed to be “a light to the Gentiles” 
(Isa. 42:6). Doubtless her Méssiah was to be the 
outshining of that light. He is yet to bring salvation 
to’. the Gentiles (Luke 2:32; Acts 13:47, 48). As 
David's Son, he is yet to reign over the Gentiles (Psa. 
2:6-9; Isa. 11:10; Rom. 15:12). All Gentiles shall 
come to his light (Isa. 60: 1-3). All kings shall fall 
down before him (Psa. 72:11). As the present Sav- 
iour to the individual, Jew or Gentile, he is now the 
“Light of the World” (John 8: 12). 

The mission of the prophets to their own people, 
which is closed, should” be distinguished from the mis- 
sion of Israel to_the nations of the earth, which is yet 
to be.

Historical Setting 

Ancient traditions preserve the history 
of the Deluge with remarkable accuracy 
and detail, and accord with the Genesis 
account. These are found among Chal- 
deans, Assyrians, Greeks, Chinese, Mexi- 
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cans, North American Indians, and else- 
where; they differ from each other, but 
all speak of many In tablets and 
remains of great , which date 
back nearly. to the flood and show a high 
civilization, the account of the dispersion 
is preserved. All relics of this distant 
past show how great was the need for 
restoring the true account to man. Au- 
thorities divide into three 
groups and admit that all may have a 
common root. 


Geography 

After the Deluge, geography and the 
Bible go hand in hand. Genesis 10 is de-

1 and 3 are in contrast, 4. ¢., “in the like- 
ness of God made he him,” with “begat 
a son in his own likeness, after. his:image.” : 
Enoch, Lamech, and Noah stand out in 
the account. “Noah” means “rest” and 
“consolation,” and the words of Lamech 
have a Messianic note. 

The first eight verses of chapter 6 be- 
long to and complete the third Genesis 
narrative and present three facts: First, a 
condition and the Lord’s warning; second, 
the results of the condition and the Lord’s 
repentance and sorrow; third, the judg- 
ment which the condition. requires and the 
“grace” which Noah “found” by faith 
(Heb. 11:7). With Genesis 6:9 another 
narrative begins, introduced by focusing 
attention upon Noah, his “standing” with 
God (Rom. 5:1), -his life among men, 
and his fellowship with God. Following © 
this is the outward manifestation of that 
condition emphasized in the first part of 
the chapter, then the command of God 
to Noah and Noah’s obedience. 

Chapter 7 tells, first, of perfect safety 
in the-ark, and then of complete destruc- 
tion without. 

The account of, the flood is. completed 
in chapter 8. ~ Note:the-opening ‘words, the 
precautions that Noah takes, ahd how he 
waits: upon God: Cofirpare verses 13,/14 
with Genesis 7: 11° for. the duration of 
the flood. The sacrifice of Noah intro- 
duces and is the basis of the covenant 
which is now made with him. “and. his 
sons with him,” :and their “seed” after 
them, “and with every living credture” (9: 
8-10). This covenant has conditioned 
the earth and its contents ever since. The 
satisfaction of Jehovah in this sacrifice 
(v. 21) is the key. It is this sacrifice 
that has protected earth’s inhabitants to 
this day; for (typically) it is the offer- 
ing of Christ in which God is perfectly 
satisfied (Eph. 5:2; 2 Cor. 2: 14-16). 

In chapter 9,: the fourth Genesis. narra- 
tive (see Introduction) is completed. 
Starting with Noah “a just man and per- 
fect in his generations,” it closes with the 
same Noah, in spite of the awful judg- 
ment through which he has come, mani- 
festing his “fleshly” nature. God’s com- 
munication,to Noah marks (1) the end 
of the Dispensation of Conscience, under 
which man had lived for fifteen centuries_ 
and (2) the beginning of that of Human. 
Government. Under the last the race has 
lived ever since, and will live until the Dis- 
pensation of Direct Divine Government, 
called “the Millennium.” The Noahic Cove- 
nant differs from the Adamic, chiefly, in 
four respects: (1) “Fear” instead of “do- 
minion,” (2) flesh is to be eaten, (3) ‘blood 
is not to be eaten, (4) human life is 
made sacred and protected. In view of 
the recent and terrible judgment, a promise 
is made, and the rainbow is appointed as 
a sign or token of that promise: God 
will remember his promise, whether man 
does or not (Ezek. 1: 28;°Rev. 4:3). 

The prophecy, which closes chapter 9, 
determines the history of mankind to the 
end of time and interprets chapter 10 and 
the narrative of which it isa part. There, 
the “families, tongues, and nations” de- 
scended from Noah’s sons are seen tak- 
ing their assigned locations that they 
may work out their destinies. Deuter- 
onomy 32:8 .shows the. center around 
which they were located, and Acts 17:26, 
27, the objeet which God had in view. 

Chapter 10 is not only geography, as 
above, but, as related to national life, it 
is the most important historical docu- 
ment in the world.

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national life, divinely instituted, is that 
idea, “the parliament of man, the feder- 
ation of the world” which is Satan’s ideal. 
The nations arranged themselves accord- 
ing to God’s gracious pleasure, purpose, 
and plan (Deut. 32: 7-9; ActS 17: 26, 27) 
for holding back the development of “in- 
iquity” (Gen. 11:6; 2 Thess. 2:8). 
“Families, tongues, nations,” is historically 
true, a development, an evolution. Nim- 
rod (probably meaning, “Come, let us 
rebel,” Psa. 2: 1-4) established the first 
kingdom, became a mighty hunter (of 
men?), entered on a career of conquest. 
What kingdom since has not followed his 
example? Many-of the cities mentioned 
have an¢important and unenviable place 
in Bible history. In view of later Bible 
history, the prominence of the Canaan- 
ites and their lands is most significant. 
Japhetic nations, since the time of Alex- 
ander the Great, have ruled the destinies 
of the world (Gen. 9:27), and to-day 
partition the earth among themselves. It 
was to Japhetic nations that Paul 
carried the Gospel. (which Shemites had 
received) when he went to Europe, and 
to-day these nations are carrying it to the 
ends of the earth. Verses 21 and 25 are 
prophetic of later Bible narrative. 

Genesis 11:1-9 tells why God “sep- 
arated the nations.” It begins with a 
united migration and the tnity of the 
race is emphasized. The race refuses to 
scatter (v. 2 with 9:1, 7), selects a per- 
manent center (v. 3), and unites jn a dual 
objective (v. 4 with Isa. 2:11, 17). God 
reads the heart of man as an open book, 
and in verse 6 his verdict is announced. 
Nothing may refute or tone down this 
verdict; it indicates the determination of 





man to this day. Clearly, Satan is back 
of the enterprise and is determined to de- 


4 feat the purpose of Ged in Christ, and 


himself rule the world (Dan. 2: 44, 45; 
6: 5-7; 11: 36-39; Matt. 5: 8-10; 2 Thess. 
2: 7-9; 1 John 5:19, R. V.). “They left 
off to build the city,” but Babylon has 
succeeded. Babel and is prominent in the 
end. They completed “the tower” and es- 
tablished religious unity (2 Cor. 4:4; 1 
Cor. 10:20). Around Nimrod and his 
queen (Semi-Ramis) gather the religious 


traditions of the nations of antiquity. | 


The Biblical history of the r closes 
with Genesis 11:9; from that point to 
the end of the Old Testament but a small 
section of the race is in view and no na- 
tion or people is mentioned except with 
reference to that chosen people through 
whom God will fulfil his good intentions 
to mankind. 

What is the key-verse of the several 
chapters (5:1 to 11:9) and the three 
Genesis narratives? Genesis 8:21, 22 
meets the requirements better than any 
other : First, Sacrifice, which alone makes 
it possible for God to act in grace and 
according to his heart of love (6: 6, 8, 18, 
20; 7:10; 8:1; 9:11, 15, 16; 11:6; Isa. 
28: 21, 22; John 3: 16-18; 2 Peter 3:9). 
Second, Man’s nature, which is unchange- 
able; God does not reform~it, he regen- 
erates (5:3; 6:3, 12; 11:4, 6; Deut. 31: 
29; Jer. 31: 31-34; 1 Cor. 2:14; 2 Cor. 
5:17). Third, Security until the set time 
for the judgment of the race (9:5, II, 
15, 16; 11:5-9; 12:3; Acts 17:30, 31; 
2 Peter 3:4-10; Rev. 11:17, 18). 

Separation is the theme of the lesson; 
it is God’s plan for his people: “When 
corruption and violence had broken the 
barrier that separated the seeds (Gen. 
6: 1-7), God broke the barriers that held 
back the waters.” When the race had 
again corrupted themselves upon the earth, 
God separated the Shemites, then the 
house of Terah, then Abram; meanwhile, 
until the “seed” comes the nations are 
separated that evil may be held back.

HE best answer to those who do not 

believe that Prohibition prohibits is 
the fact that prohibition is prohibiting. 
It is not at all surprising that there: is 
so much outcry against prohibition in 
these days. The net is getting tighter 
and tighter around those who break the 
law, and of course they do not like it. 
If things were as moist in the. United 
States as certain of our people would 
have us. believe, they would not be com- 
plaining about prohibition. They would 
be keeping quiet about it. The strenuous 
opposition to the law of the land which 
has so recently developed is proof that 
the interests opposed to it are fighting 
for life. They would make no attempt to 
have the law changed if they thought that 
they could break it with impunity!

Prohibition can be enforced because 
it is the law of the land, backed by a 
powerful government, but still more, 
backed by the sentiment of a vast major- 
ity of the people. It makes fine talk to 
dwell upon the numbers opposed to pro- 
hibition, but the fact is that they are. not 
even remotely. as numerous ag, they are 
purported to be. Furthermore, they are 
not the people to whom the nation looks 
for moral or Christian leadership. « They 
are the sort who think more of their glass 
of beer than they do of the welfare of 
the nation and the law of the land. But 
this fact is encotraging, since such peo- 
ple are never going to make much of an 
impress upon the nation. They love their 
own Comfort and pleasures too much to 
put themselves out for the purpose of 
running the government. Anyway, they 
would never get the chance! The ma- 
jority of Americans, of which majority 
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the Christian people are nerve aaa sinew, 
blood and backbone, will never let them. 


The nation is dry legally, and in a short ; 
time even the centers where prohibition’. 
has been ridiculed will feel the effect of + 


the law. . : 
- 

But we must remember that aay 
tion is not the ,universal panacea for 
all ills and troubles. A mighty factor 
it is indeed, but laws, good as may 
be, can never take the place of, or do 
the work of, the Gospel of Christ. It 
cannot remove unselfishness, envy, lust, 
and hate. It cannot cause men to be 
born anew from above. It cannot im- 
part. the fruit of the og It cannot jus- 
tify us before God. It cannot present us 
before _his presence without spot or blem- 
ish. Only the geat oblation of Christ, . 
offered once for all upon the Cross can 
do that. We can’ go to none other but 
to him. Good as is prohibition, we should. 
be under no illusions as to what it can do. 
And great as is the Gospel, great as is 
God, we should remember that there is 
nothing too hard for him!

Emancipation of Youth (By Arthur 
Edwin Roberts).—This small volume has 
evidently been motivated by a deep sym- 
pathy for youth based upon thesexperience 
of the author as a Boy Scout executive, 
and it contains much wholesome sugges- 
tion, but it gives too much evidence of 
being based upon the Rousseau philosophy 
that “everything is good as it comes from 
the hand of nature; it degenerates in the 
hands of man.” It is not at all clear 
that one must repudiate the Bible teach- 
ing in favor of this popular but ‘false doc- 
trine in order to set forth the proper 
treatment of youth. Indeed, it is not at 
all clear that the entire result is the 
proper treatment of youth. The worth- 
while suggestions of this book, in short, 
are not the logical outcome of the phil- 
osophy which seems so clearly to under- 
lie it, judging by the expression of the 
author. Nor is fhe author any more 
happy when he ‘ventures into the realm 
of theology, which is evidently unfamiliar 
to him, and suggests that “A man is re- 
ligious when he -recognizes the greatness 
of God and calls upon him for help to do 
a certain thing, then gets out and puts 
his whole life into the doing of the thing.” 
The book’s practical suggestions would 
be strengthened and its practical peda- 
gogy lose nothing by being separated from 
a doubtful philosophy. (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., New York, $1, net.) 


Child Training (By Angelo Patri). A 
series of short chapters here deals with 
various phases of the child’s life.

The | 
di§cussion is remarkably free from ped- | 
agogical phrases, but is filled with illus- | 
trative and concrete material of true ped- | 
agogy, which literally means the leading 
or training of a child. The reader will 
perhaps be impressed with the fact that in 
Part I the homes used in illustration are 
rather crude, thus lending themselves, 
better perhaps than what we would con- 
sider ‘the average home, to the need for 
such suggestions as are given. It is to be 
regretted that in “The House of Fun” the 
author has been led to include cards and 
dancing, and that in the training of the 
child he has not recognized the moral 
implications of such recreation. (D. Ap- 
pleton and Co, New York, $2.)

Can you suggest something?- 


T IS exceedingly difficult to put on 

anything of this kind Sunday after- 
noon. I am not wholly convinced that 
it is desirable to do so. The whole 
school would be present in«the ‘build- 
ing, I presume, and this would make it 
necessary, if anything worthwhile were 
done, to have certain stage equipment 
that would’ not be convenient for Sun- 
day afternoon. My recommendation is 
that you undertake something a little more 
pretentious, and perhaps not put on any- 
thing oftener than once in three months 
and-then put it on at night or at some 


time when there are no other services go- 


ing on in the church. 

As to the material, there never was 
such a wealth as there is now. Almost all 
of the Sunday-school periodicals are rich 
in their advertisements of just this sort 
of thing, and if you will write to your 
own denominational. house and tell them 
exactly what you want they will, for a 
few pennies, send to you samples of their 
latest pageants and pantomimes, for this 
purpose. These pageants are becoming 
more and more popular, and, if properly 
put on, they are very effective. would 
be a‘ good idea for you to write to a 
number of the leading denominational and 
independent houses and ask for their ad- 
vertising matter telling about these 
pageants. Then you can judge what 
you want to see and what you do not 
care for. 

I would not undertake anything of this 
kind, I think, on Sunday afternoon, at the 
close of the teaching hour. 


How can we hold teen-age boys in the Sun- 
day* school? 


NE of the best superintendents I 

ever knew (D. W. Sims) who, by 
his splendid Sunday-school ingenuity in- 
creased his school from nine hundred: to 
over two thousand-inside of two years, 
laid down the following five rules which, 
I believe, will apply and hold good any- 
where if properly worked: 

1. Pray for your scholars. 
ularly and systematically. 
on your heart. 

2. Use your scholars. Give the scholars 
something to do. They are not going 
to stay long unless they have sométhing 
to do. Do not give the same scholar the 
same thing to do every time. Change 
around and give everybody something to 
do, not necessarily every Sunday, but 
frequently. 

3. Visit the scholars. We pay men and 
women to look up absent scholars in the 
day-school, and the Sunday-school teacher, 
who gets bigger and better pay, though 
of a different kind, should not fail to 
look up every absentee. : 

4. Feed the scholars. A homely prov- 
erb that teaches this same lesson is as 
follows: “If you want your pigs to come 
home at night, feed them at your own 
gate.” Chickens will run when they see 
somebody coming with a panful of food 
for them. The same is true of all kinds 
of. animals. It is useléss to expect boys 
and girls to stand by the Sunday-school 
unléss they are really fed and given some- 
thing that will help them and that they. 
enjoy. 

5. Love them. 
draws like love. When scholars come to 
understand that the teachér really loves 
them and shows it in many ways, they 
are quite ready to stand by the teacher 
and the school. In the New York Inde- 
pendent some years ago there was a rec- 
ord of a boy who stayed away from Sun- 
day-school_ one Sunday, and on Monday 
afternoon, when he came back from day- 
school, asked his mother if his Sunday- 
school teacher had called to see why he

HIS is an entirely new suggestion 

to me, but it is certainly worthy of 
consideration. It may be that this pastor 
is blazing a new trail along which in 
years to come many churches and schools 
will pass. Like every new trail, how- 
ever, the travel will be a bit rough for 
a while, and maybe for a long while. 
There are so many well established tra- 
ditions in connection with the work of, 
the women’s associations of our various 
churches that it will not be easy to turn 
them aside for the work of the Sun- 
day-school. 

First of all, I should like to say that I 
would not think it wise to cut off all of 
the outside activities of the women’s as- 
sociation, especially if they have the mis- 
sionary enterprises in their care, and yet 
in the case of most women’s societies there 
is a possibility of doing a great deal more 
than kas been done. The suggestion made 
would certainly enlist still other women in 
the women’s association whose interest 
would be based upon the welfare of their 


own children and other children in the 


Sunday-school. Certainly the women’s 
society should not take the place of au- 
thority and undertake to control the Sun- 
day-school, and yet if they are represented 
in the councils of the: Sunday-school and 
have representatives on the committees 
that control it, they can find many fine 
places for co-operation and useful help. 
They can insist, in the securing of 
teachers, on maintaining the - standards 
of religious education in suitable and 
proper equipment for the various depart- 
ments of the school, in co-operation, of 
course, with the officers of those depart- 
ments. They can become a sort of ad- 
visory board to the Sunday-school au- 
thorities, officially visiting the school, 
from time to time, and reporting any sug- 
gestions they may have to offer. Along 
financial lines, they might undertake, even 
if they did nothing else, the fitting up of 
suitable rooms for various departments 
where that work is needed, and the pur- 
chase possibly of graded helps for the 
various departments. ‘ A strong society 
might even assume the salary of a Di- 
nn of Religious Education, or a part 
of it.

They 
certainly could furnish a fine corps of 
workers to visit the members of the 
Home Department, sick members, and 
shut+ins. ; ;
